210. Hemlock Spruce. Abies Canadensis. Tree, 70 ft. Cones ^ in. long ; most graceful tree when 

young ; poor wood, very knotty, hard ; bark smooth. 

211. Arbor Vitae- Thuja occidentalis. Tree, 40 ft. Cones small, ^ in. long. 

212. White Cedar. Cupressus thyoides. Tree, 60 ft. Cones as large as peas. In swamps. 

213. Red Cedar. Juniperus Virginiana, Tree, 30 ft. Wood red, fragrant ; berries blue. 

214. Dwarf Cedar. Juniperus communis. Spreading shrub, 2 ft. Dark purple berries. 

215. Ground Hemlock. Taxus baccata. Low, struggling bush. Red berries.
